The  lights  dim,  an- 
other shines,  and  the  platform 
artist  stands  before  a vast 
gathering  of  spectators.  To 
the  mature  performer,  they 
are  more  than  mrere  faces, 
nameless  and  insignificant. 
The  audience  is  an  essential 
component  of  his  art. 
Whether  he  communicates 
through  silence,  a gentle 
wisper  or  a passionate  mono- 
logue, he  is  aware  of  their 
presence. 

The  same  audience  is 
overcome  by  a sense  of  satis- 
faction; for  they  have  experi- 
enced not  only  the  eloquence 
of  his  words,  but  a very  pri- 
vate aspect  of  the  artist. 

Perhaps  no  individual 
was  more  intimately  ac- 
quainted with  the  philosophy 
of  Dr.  Emerson  than  his  most 
distinguished  student,  Henry 
Lawrence  Southwick.  Though 
with  each  performance, 
Southwick  exuded  a sense  of 
earnest  passion  and  selfless 
commitment  to  his  art  and 
audience  alike,  such  attributes 
were  not  limited  to  the  profes- 
sional sphere.  For  Southwick, 
acquiring  a harmonious  bal- 
ance between  his  love  of  stage, 
family,  and  friends  was  a life- 
long endeavor. 

As  one  reads  of  these 
recitals  for  which  Henry 
Lawrence  Southwick  is  best 
remebered,  it  should  be  kept 
in  mind  that  his  life  was  per- 
haps as  intriguing  as  his  per- 
formances. 

Born  in  West  Roxbury, 
Massachusetts  on  June  21, 
1863,  Southwick  exhibited 
academic  maturity  that  ex- 
ceeded his  years.  The  clarity 
and  expressiveness  with  which 
he  wrote  gained  him  early  rec- 
ognition, winning  the  Old 
South  Prize  at  age  twenty-five. 
His  great  sensitivity  for  the 
language  would  forge  the  lit- 
erary foundation  necessary  to 
excel  as  an  orator  under  the 
guidance  of  Emerson. 

Though  Southwick 


would  teach  elsewhere  before 
rejoining  Dr.  Emerson  perma- 
nently in  1901,  his  most  en- 
riching experiences  and  en- 
during relationships  would 
evolve  while  working  with  his 
mentor.  His  marriage  to  Jesse 
Eldridge  in  1889  would  bond 
two  of  Emerson’s  finest  stu- 
dents, and  set  forth  a loving 
marriage  and  paternship  that 
would  last  until  his  death  in 
1932. 

Nearly  ninety-five 
years  ago,  the  Southwick  Re- 
cital Series  was  born  and 
would  become  the  College’s 
most  enduring  and  timeless 
tradition.  While  the  Series 
stemmed,  in  part,  from  the 
Emerson  Shakespearean  Com- 
pany and  Southwick  Literary 
Society,  it  was  instituted  as  a 
unique  outlet  for  the  expres- 
sion of  classic  artist  forms. 

Emersonians  were  not 
alone  in  their  appreciation 
and  recognition  of  the  Recital 
Series.  Bostonians  would 
crowd  the  modestly  furnished 
halls  to  witness  Southwick’s 
interpretation  of  such  classic 
dramtic  roles  such  as 
Richelieu,  Hamlet  and  Othello. 
Such  performances  not  only 
helped  establish  the  College  as 
a pre-eminent  school  of  ora- 
tory, but  enriched  a school 
already  renowned  for  its 
committment  to  the  arts.  By 
the  1930’s  Southwick  and  oth- 
ers had  captivated  audiences 
throughout  North  America. 

Many  years  have 
passed  since  Southwick  last 
uttered  the  words  of  William 
Shakespeare  in  a crowed  hall 
or  bowed  before  a greatful 
audience.  Despite  the 
inevitablity  of  change,  the 
College  has  preserved  one  of 
its  finest  traditions.  The  name 
of  Henry  Lawrence  Southwick, 
President,  teacher,  and  orator, 
has  endured;  I suspect  it  will 
for  as  long  as  Emerson  College 
reamins.

Lac- 
ing his  speeches  with  inspirational  anecdotes 
from  American  history  and  his  own  life,  Perot 
lambasted  budget  deficits  and  big  govern- 
ment.
